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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's AF submission filed on 
9/14/09 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Robida 
(2005/166841) in view of Falotico et al. (2005/136090). Robida shows (Figs. 2,3) a 
stent. Robida also discloses (paragraph 54) other medical devices, such as stent grafts 
and devices capable of being an anastomosis device. Robida discloses that the device 
is to be coated with drugs and can include combinations of rapamycin and cladribine, 
paragraphs 56,61 . Robida additionally discloses the therapeutic agents are combined 
in a polymer material, paragraph 62. Robida discloses the polymer can be an acrylic, 
paragraphs 62,63. Robida also discloses that the device can be coated with multiple 
layers and have different polymers, paragraph 67. However, Robida does not explicitly 
disclose the concentration of cladribine having a range of about 56 nano-molar to 900 
nano-molarorthe basecoat being the polymer, polyvinylidenefluoride-co- 
hexafluoropropylene with a weight ratio of 60 percent vinylidenefluoride and 40 percent 
hexafluoropropylene and the topcoat being the polymer, poly(n-butylmethacrylate). It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to use cladribine with a concentration within the range between about 56 nano- 
molar to 900 nano-molar, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a 
claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Alter, 105 USPQ 233. 

The applied reference has common inventors with the instant application. Based 
upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art only 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: 
(1) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
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reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an invention 
"by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject matter of the 
application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed in the 
reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 1 .131 ; or 
(3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and reference 
are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the application is 
the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). Falotico et al. teach the 
basecoat of a coated medical device to use polyvinylidenefluoride-co- 
hexafluoropropylene with a weight ratio of 60 percent vinylidenefluoride and 40 percent 
hexafluoropropylene and the topcoat being the polymer, poly(n-butylmethacrylate), 
paragraph 365. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
use the basecoat polymer polyvinylidenefluoride-co-hexafluoropropylene and topcoat 
polymer poly(n-butylmethacrylate) as taught by Falotico et al. for the polymers of the 
coated stent of Robida such that the drugs can effectively be delivered but not released 
together since both polymers have different elution rates.
